Butaftertheafſembling of this Paplia- 

ment,wee wereſo often dealt with and 
informed by diucrs members of that 
Houſe, that were otherwiſe ſtrangers 
ro our affaires,that it was athing both 
honourable -and reaſonable, that a 
Subſidic ſhould bee granted ynto vs; 
that both our necefbiry required it,and 
thepeoplc in theirloue were readic to 
offcrit vnto ys; That it was eucr the 
forme ofall Kings of England to hauc 
a Subſidic giuen them at the very firſt 
aſſembling of their firſt Parliament: 
That as it was honourable for vs to 
recciue it, (being an carneſt penie of 
the peoples louc toward vs) ſo would 
it bea thing nothing preiudiciall nor 
hurtfull for them to yeeld vato; and 
thatthere was enow inthat Houſethat 
were ſtriuing amongſt a 
who 
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who ſhould beethe firſt propounder 
thereof,as atthelaſt we were mooued 
to'bee contented that ſome ſhould 
prooue the Honſes mindein it. Onely . 
inthis point were wee. garefull that in 
eaſe it were propounded and'put to a

ned: affuring our ſelfe that the. ſaid 
Houſe will inthe owne time bee care- 
full ro ſce our ſtate ſupplied by ſuch 
meanes, as may bee moſt conuenienrt 
for our weale,and leaſt hurtfull ro our 
Subie&s, wherin we remit our ſelfe 
totheir diſcreete conſidera- 
tions inthe due time,
